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DICTAGRAPH USED 
BY DOCTOR'S WIFE 


Woman Testifies at Inquiry 
Into Slaying of Hus- 
band’s Patient. 


TELLS. OF | SUSPICIONS 


Freeport, N.Y., July 1—[Special.]—District 
Attorney Lewis J. Smith of Nassau county 
admitted tonight that he has no tangible 
clew to the identity Of the person who shoved 
a hand into the window of the office of Dr. 
Edwin Carman last night and shot and killed 
Mrs. William D. Bailey of Hempstead. 

Mr. Smith mad@ this admission after he 
had put Mrs. Edwin Carman through a two 
hour examination, during which she admitted 
that because she had been suspicious of her 
husband she had installed a dictagraph in his 
office. 

The receiving end of the machine was 
placed in the Clothes closet of her room di- 
rectly above the doctor's office. She admitted 
she had frequently listened when the doctor 
had women patients in bie office. 

Tells of Machine’s Purchase. 

The story of Mrs. Carman’s negotiations 
for the instalation of the dictagraph was 
told by Gaston Boissonnault, manager of the 
dictagraph department of the Genera! Acous- 
tic company of New York. Boissonnault said 
Mrs. Carman told him: 

“T don’t want to get e divorce. I simply 
want to overhear what he says to women, 


I have a young child whose name JI must 


protect.” 
She went on to explain that she believed 


her husband was too friendly with a woman 


he sometimes employed as a nurse, and that 
she had seen him kissing this woman and had 
disturbed them by knocking at the window. 

Wants to Hear Talk in Whispers. 

Last Thursday Mrs. Carman had asked 
for information as to how the machine might 
be so adjusted az to transmit whispered con- 
yersations. Most of the conversations be- 
tween the doctor and his women patients, she 
said, were in whispers. She was supplied 
with an extra battery for this purpose. 

Whether or not the shot which killed Mrs. 
Bailey was intended for her or for Dr, Car- 
man is still a mystery. 

One story in circulation among the towns- 
people today was to the effect that persons 
passing the physician's residence at the time 
of the murder saw a woman dressed in white 
run across the lawn immediately after the 
shot was fired. 

Insane Patient Slayer? 

The only motive for the murder concelv- 
able to the district attorney, he said tonight, 
‘was that some insane former patient had 
done the shooting. 

*"T can't imagine any one trying to kill 
Mrs. Bailey,”" Mr. Smith declared. ‘ She 
lived near me in Momootene and I knew her 
well.” 

Mr, Smith's story of the examination of 
Mrs. Carmen differs strongly in one impor- 
tant essential from the story told by George 
A. Levy, attorney for both Dr. and Mrs. Car- 
man. Mr. Smith said that no revolver was 
found in the hous¢, but that an old rusty 
revolver which eould not be shot off was 
found in the garage. . 

Mr. Levy said that besides this revolver a 
‘ew atitomatic pistol was produced vol- 
untarily by Mrs. Carman, who said her hus- 
band it when he drove to the country 
to make sick calls. Mr. Levy was positive

EAT LESS AND LIVE LONGER, 
DOCTOR’S ADVICE TO ADULTS. 


Connecticut Physician Also Declares 
Science Must Ascertain Causes of 
High Blood Pressure, 


Atlantic City; N. J., July 1.—“ Eat less food 
and live longer,”’ was the axiom for those 
of mature years, announced Dr. Edward 
Beecher Hooker of Hartford, Conn., presi- 
dent of the National Society of Physical 
Therapeutics, before a joint meeting of that 
body with the American Institute of Homeo- 
pathy here today. 

Dr. Hooker urged the founding of a bureau 
of dietetics to study the relation of food 
to health and disease, 

Declaring that medical science must ascer- 
tain the causes of high blood pressure, “‘ an 
energetic ally of father time,” Dr. Hooker 
continued: 

“ The treatment of high blood pressure is 
not at present satisfactory. The main re- 
sources at our command are to decrease the 
total amount of food consumed, if it be ex- 
cessive, especially to take away all meats. 
Coffee and alcohol are forbidden,”

State Orders Lunch Rooms to 
Serve ‘Ham and’ Through

i The idack ioasaairibins who invariably 
pinches the ham sandwiches to see if they 
are fresh will have 20 turp hip energie to 
other channels. 

The state food commissioner has notified 
the restaurant and lunch counter men that 
they must keep the food out of reach of cus- 
tumers. The days when a men could go to 
the counter of a quick lunch establishment, 
finger the exhibits, and select the most eppe- 
tizing are gone. Hereafter he will have to 
turn in a lone distance order. Hating will 
resemble banking in that he will get hie meal 
slipped out through an aperture similar to 
the window at the bank. 


Drastic Action Necessary. 

The customer will be able to see but not to 
feel his food before he gives his order. He 
will be separated from his “‘ pork and” by 
a glase partition. 

The action of‘ the state food commissioner | 
follows a campaign extending over three 
weeks in which more than 200 restaurants, 
lunchrooms, cafeterias, and hotel dining 
roome and kitchens have been closely in- 
spected. 

The territory covered extended north to 
Chicago avenue, south to Harrison, street, 
and west to the river. Conditions found in 
many restaurants made necessary drastic 
and immediate action, according te W. Scott 
Matthews, state food commissioner. 


Rules Cafe Men Must Obey. 
Among the new requirements are the fol- 
lowing: 

Food may no longer be biplaget in 
lunchrooms if exposed to files. 

All milk and cream must be covered. 

Cafeterias must place a railing eight 
inches from the tables, so that patrons 
may .not cough, breathe, or sneeze over 
food. . 

Cafeterias must place food under glass 
shelves. 

No cats or dogs will be permitted in 
restaurants or kitchens. 

No persons will be permitted to sleep 
in kitchens. ;

Roosevelt and explains his own reasons “- 
supporting the treaty. 

Regarding his differences with Col. Roose- 
velt, Mr. Du Boisexpresses regret at opposing 
“@ great leader whose fortunes1 devotedly 
followed for ten years " and states that “ no 
man will tolerate the thought that any of Col. 
Roosevelt’s acts was inspired by tainted_ mo- 
tives, but no man is always right.” ° 

Negotiations for a treaty during the Taft 
administration failed, he says, because his 
instructions, out of excessive care not to 
impugn the motives of President Roosevelt 
“in taking ” Panama, failed to give Colombia 
sufficient justice. The pending treaty, he 

believes, should be heartily approved by the 
American people. 


Defends Men of Colombia. 
Taking issue with Col. Roosevelt regarding 
the character of the public men in Colombia, 
Mr. Du Bois declared that they compare well 
with the public men of other countries in 
intelligence and respectability, instead of 
being “ blackmailers and bandits.”

Quoting Mr. Roosevelt’s declaration that. 


the people of Paname were a unit in demand- 
ing the revolution, he says *‘a handful of 
men, who were to be the direct beneficiaries 
of the revolution, conceived it and not the 
hundreth part of the inhabitants of the 
isthmus knew of the revolt until an American 
officer, in the uniform of the United States 
army, raised, the flag of the new republic.” 

Regarding the’ acting president, Marro- 
quin, whom he quotes Col, Roosevelt as des- 
cribing as an “absolute and unctntrolled 
dictator,"”’ Mr, Du Bois says:

Dean Shailer Mathews of the theological 
Gepartment of the university and members 
of the board of trustees of the Chicago Theo- 
logical seminary announced the affiliation of 
the two schools. Plans for the union of the 
institutions were carried without a dissent- 
ing vote by the trustees of the seminary and 
university officials. 

The Chicago Theological seminary is one 
of the largest educational institutions of the 
Gongregational church. Among the mem- 
bers of its faculty are Dr. Ozora 8. Davis, the 
president, Prof. Graham Taylor, Prof. Frank 
G. Ward, and Prof. C. A. Beckwith. 


Will Erect New Buildisgs. 

The terms of the aillance of the seminary 
with the university divinity school will leave ; 
the seminary independently controlled by its 
ewn trustees. The seminary will be moved 
from its present location along North Ash- 
land boulevard at Union park to a site along 
the Midway plaisance. The Congregational 
school will erect new buildings near the | 
campus at an estimated cost of several hun- 
dred» thousand dollars. 

Dean Mathews also gave out plans for the 
merging of several other prominent church 
achools. Negotiations have been entered into 
with the Disciples Divinity house, the Ryder 
house, representing the Universalist sect, and 
the Norwgian Baptist Theological house. 

“The associated faculties of the allied 
schools will constitute the largest group of 
theological educators connected with any in- 
stitution, of whatever kind, in the United 
States,”’ said Dr. Mathews. 


Organization of Departments. 

“The organization of the joint theological 
department will include work in five study 
groups—preparation for the ministry, social 
gervice, religious education, foreign missions, 
and highly specialized courses leading to the 
degree of doctor of philosephy. 

“It is proposed to organize a new graduate 
echool of religion and ethics, intended only 
for graduates of theological seminaries, thus 
forming the only schoo! of this high gradein 
the #hited States.”’ 


Seek Fund of $400,000. 

Dr. Ozora S. Davis and other faculty Mem- 
bers of the Chicago Theological seminary 
will give courses open to students in the Uni- 
yersity of Chicago, and the seminary pupils 
will be admitted to all classes of the regular 
university professors, according to the agree- 
ment. 

The trustees of the seminary are now seek-_ 
ing to raise a fund of $400,000 tO ca 
through the arrangement, according to Clar- 
ence Pullet of Oak Park, a tmustee of the 
school. Clarence S. Funk is chairman of the 
seminary board which drew up the details of

THE PITTSBURGH ADDRESS. 

The vital public issues which divide the 
American people at this time are not par- 
tisan issues, It is necessary to look deeper 
for them than pattisanship and to discern 
behind the machinery of faction the: two 
major tendencies of American political and 
economic philosophy as they were in the 
beginning, as they are today. 

The overshadowing fact of this year of 
grace is this: A minority president, master 
of a party representing, in fact, a minority 
of the American people, is giving epoch- 
uitking laws to the nation according to the 
convictions of the minority and not the 


‘ convictions of the majority, according to the 


subordinate and constantly defeated tend- 
ency of American policy and not according 
to the tendency which in the main has tri- 
umphed, and even how is vouenn ae with the 
American people. 

Why this paradox exists is history, but 
it is well that it should be emphasized at 


ibis time as only Theodore Roosevelt could | 


eimphasize it. Yet the occasion of his Pitts- 
hurch address lent a greater emphasis than 
ihe speaker, since it was the most conspicu- 
ous event.in a’campaign directed at one of 
the principal. agents responsible for the 
present domination of minority policy. Had 
it not been for the betrayal of Republicanism 
by Penrose and his allies there would have 
been no division of the majority and no tri- 
umph-of minority policies. Against Penrose, 
Barnes, and their kind no issue of true Re- 


’ publicanisn or Progressive partisanism 


need be raised. The Pittsburgh address 
does not accent division. On the contrary, 
it reiterates with force the broad doctrines 
which the majority of Americans hold today 
—and which most certainly will unite them 
again, 

The success of Penroseism means not the 
prompt reorganization afid reunion of the 
majority but its costly postponement. Col. 
Roosevelt has done well, therefore, to throw 
his powerful influence into the fight against 
the forces of disunion while making his 
appeal upon a plane of doctrine common to 
the majority undivided. 

Nothing is more important than for the 
majority to recognize its fundamental unity 


and the historic cleavage which divided it 


from the minority now engaged in molding 
the national polity in the forms of its own 
convictions. All members of the majority 
may not approve in detail of the proposals 
of Col. Roosevelt or go the length of his en-. 
thusiasm for government control. But they 
find a common ground well stated by Col, 

Roosevelt in the “ cardinal facts ” which, as 

he says, long and hard experience has ham- 

mered in: : 

First, we cannot and do not want to 
destroy all corporations; we must have 
large units to do our work. 

Second, te cannot make every man 

_ compete with every other man; we can- 

- not go back to 1850, still less to 1650. 

Third, we cannot destroy monopoly 
by attacking all forms of concentration, 
whether monopolistic or not. 

Fourth, we cannot destroy real mo- 

- nopoly by attacking its legalform. We 
Amust find out and take away the real 
etonomic basis of monopoly, —_ is 
a very different thing. 

Fifth, we can get no effective results 
through the courts, with their slow and 
restricted procedure, 

Sixth, we must encourage honest 
business and allow that business con- 
centration which will give the power 

“necessary to serve us. 

Seventh, there must be co3peration 
among business men, among wage- 

workers, and among farmers. 
‘The ‘great impulse of nationality was 
expressed’ by the Republican party which 
was born of the struggle forthe union. It 

was the centripetal, the center-seeking im- 

pulse, which recognized and sought to guide 

and develop our activities along lines of 
cobperation and unification. It opposed the 

‘centrifugal tendencies of the state rights 

party, which failed to recognize the fact of 

‘Rationalization in commerce and industry 


. as it had failed to conceive of nationality.

ASHES FALL 13 MILES AWAY. 


Wast Black Steam Plume Waves a 
Mile . Above Crater—Eruption Is 
Fourteenth Since May 30. 


Red Bluff, Cal., July 1.—After less than 
twenty-four hours of quiescence, Lassen 
peak burst forth early today ina stupendous 
eruption, the fourteenth in the series that 
began May 580. 

No flames were seen, but the vast plume of 
blackened steam from the crater waved a 
mile high in the sky, and volcanic ash fell at 
Macomber flats, thirteen miles distant. 

So great was the force of the eruption that 
‘the height of the cloud seemed to equal the | 
distance from the mouth of the crater to the 
plateatt at the base of the peak proper. It 
was almost as if one mountain had been 
stood atop of the other.
